employed before he fled last May, 
state police reported today. *

ing the investigation into Shanks’ 
complicity 
in

here, said today Shanks had in his 
possession at the time of his ar­ 
rest August 2 more than $90,200 
in Penn-Moc checks which he had 
never attempted to cash. Corporal 
Treas said the checks were care­ 
fully typed out and ready for use, 
but "Shanks apparently felt we 
were too close for him to use 
them.”

Shanks passed forged checks to­ 
taling $52,770.35, but the forgery 
was discovered soon enough for 
the Fairfield shoe organization 
to stop payment on checks to­ 
taling $14,728

$38,017 86 from checks on which 
he allegedly forged the signa­ 
ture of the company officer*.

Kennedy Gets 
Billion More 
Than He Asked 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Con- 
gres*, shouting its approval, 
has given President Kennedy a 
record peacetime defense budg­ 
et, including about a billion 
dollars more than he asked.

votes 
Thursday, 
House and Senate accepted a 
conference committee report on 
the $46.6-billion appropriation 
bill. 
That completed action just 16 
days after Kennedy asked for 
an additional $3.5 billion to 
strengthen conventional forces 
in the face of new Communist 
threats. 
Congress voted an extra 525 
million to continue production 
of B52 bombers, an additional 
$225 million to develop the 
2.000-mile-an-hour B70 bomber 
—which the administration has 
cut back contending it would 
be superseded by missiles be­ 
fore it could become operation­ 
al — and extra money for step­ 
ping up National Guard and 
reserve strength. 
The bill also carries $207.6 
million Kennedy requested for 
an 
intensified 
civil 
defense 
shelter program.

BERLIN iAP)—East Germany 
announced today that negotiations 
already are under way in Commu­ 
nist capitals for the German peace 
treaty demanded by Soviet Pre­ 
mier Khrushchev. Sterner meas­ 
ures were also promised to halt 
the tide of refugees through West 
Berlin. 
The announcements were made 
to a special session of East Ger­ 
many's Parliament in East Berlin 
by Foreign Minister Lothar Bolz 
and Deputy Premier Willy Stoph 
Parliament approved a resolu 
lion endorsing all measures al­ 
ready taken to stop the flight of 
refugees. The vote was unani­ 
mous, as always. 
"T R E A T Y W ITHO UT D E L A Y " 
The resolution also welcomed 
the recent statement of the Com­ 
munist Warsaw 
Pact countries 
calling for a peace treaty without 
delay. But it added nothing about 
negotiating it. 
Bolz said the foreign ministers 
hi of the Soviet bloc will meet late 


in the fall—exactly when or where 
he did not say. 
Khrushchev ha* demanded that 
peace treaties be signed with East 
and West Germany. Since th a 
West is firmly against signing a 
treaty with anything but a reunit­ 
ed Germany, it appeared the pro­ 
jected conference would draw up 
a treaty, the W’est would reject it 
and then Khrushchev would go 
ahead and sign it before the end 
of the year, as promised. 


N AM E NEW C O M M A N D E R 
As part of the campaign against 
the West on Berlin, Khrushchev- 
named Marshal Ivan S. Konev, 
former military commander of the 
Warsaw Pact, to command Soviet 
forces drawn up against the West 
in Germany. 
The Communist press made no 
fuss about the appointment. Neues 
Deutschland, the official party or­ 
gan, carried the one-sentence re­ 
port in bold type, on page one, 
under a small headline.

Kennedy replied with evidently 
deliberate restraint to questions 
about speeches made by Khrush­ 
chev this week. The Soviet pre­ 
mier has lashed at the United 
States and its allies because of 
their announced determination not 
to yield ‘their war-won rights to 
stay in West Berlin. 
Khrushchev accused the AHies 
of aggressive intent toward Rus­ 
sia and in a rocket-rattling Mos­ 
cow statement Wednesday night 
he threatened to develop a nu­ 
clear super bomb more powerful 
than anything in existence. 
Kennedy said there was no new 
policy position in Khrushchev's 
latest statement — no new pro­ 
posals although Khrushchev "did 
speak of negotiations." 
D IP L O M A T IC M E A N S 
On this point Kennedy said "it 
is the strong conviction of the 
United 
States 
government that 
every diplomatic means must be- 
employed" to see if a peaceful 
solution can be achieved. 
The Western powers, the Presi­ 
dent added, must see whether 
they can get a "more precise def 
init von’ " of ideas which Khrush­ 
chev has expressed about Berlin. 
Kennedy declined to appraise 
the

of allied harmony 
talks conducted in Paris during 
the past week by Secretary of 
Rate Dean Rusk. Rusk is ached 
tiled to return home tonight after

Italian. West German and other 
Western policymakers. Kennedy 
said he could answer the question 
more precisely after talking with 
Rusk.

Questioned about the flight of 
East German refugees and wheth­ 
er this presented a problem of an 
explosion in Germany. Kennedy 
said the flow of people from East

WARNING IS 
ISSUED ON 
RABID BATS 


HARRISBURG AP)—The Skate 
Health Department has warned 
Pennsylvanians to be on their 
guard against rabid bots, 
Dr. Ernest J. Witte, chief of 
veterinary health in Pennsylvania, 
reported Wednesday that five sep­ 
arate cases have come up just re­ 
cently involving bats with rabies. 
Four of the bats were kit led and 
tested after they had bitten peo­ 
ple while Hie other was discovered 
in a paralyzed state near a home 
and was killed before biting any 
one, Witte said 
SHOULD CAPTURE BAT 
In each case, he said, the bat 
was of a small brown variety 
(myotis lucifugiii). 
Three of the bat incidents were 
reported in Lycoming County, an­ 
other in Northumberland County 
amt the fifth in Chester County 
Anyone bitten by a bat *hould 
seek immediate treatment from 
his family physician, advised Dr. 
Witte He a<Wed that if possible, 
the animal shook! be captured 
alive in order to speed the pro­ 
cess of diagnosing rabies. 
He noted that lf a person is 
bitten by an infected animal, rab­ 
ies* can tie headed off rf treated 
soon enough. However, once rab­ 
ies symptoms develop in a human 
the disease is always fatal, 
U N EXPECTED PLACES 
In one of the Lycoming County 
cases a little girl was bitten by a 
bat when she tried to separate it 
from her pet dog in her own back 
yard, Witte said. 
The Northumberland C o u n t y 
case involved a school teacher bit­ 
ten when he readied under a 
shade to close a window of his 
home, he said 
In the Chester County case, 
Witte said, a housewife awoke 
during the night and found a bat 
on her chest. 
Witte said the Health Depart­ 
ment received four reports in 1960 
of persons bitten by bets, though 
none was infected by rabies. The 
last case of bat bites retorted in 
Pennsylvania wa* in Northampton 
County in 1958.

SPRINGFIELD, Mo,, Aug. 10-Rrig Gen. Nathaniel Lyon was 
killed and his Union force of almost 8.000 men was defeated early 
today in bloody fighting in the woods near Wilson’* Creek. IO miles 
from here. 
First casualty reports from the field were staggering. Observers 
estimated that of the 6,000 Northern soldiers involved. 220 were 
killed, more than 700 wounded and about 300 listed as missing.

Kennedy saki today the United 
Slates is putting maximum effort 
into space developments in an ef­ 
fort to catch up with the Soviet 
Union which ie "many months 
•head of rn." 
Kennedy said in rcspon.sc to a 
reporter'* question at hi* new* 
conference that he is satisfied the 
Russians have put two men into 
orbit The reporter had said there 
is skepticism on the part of some 
scientists, 
The President indicated he does 
not share this skepticism. 
M ANH ATTAN PRO JECT 
Another reporter asked if Ken­ 
nedy has given thought to estab­ 
lishing a project similar to the 
Manhattan Project which devel* 
©ped the atormc bomb, in an ef­ 
fort to speed up space accom- 
plishmentih 
Kennedy replied that a maxi­ 
mum effort already is going into 
space developments. He aa id he 
has asked Congress for all the 
money that could be spent without 
diminishing returns both financial­ 
ly and in terms of the use of per­ 
sonnel. 
At this time. Kennedy continued, 
akI that can he usefully employed 
it being put into this effort 
H O STILE NATION 
Kennedy said the United St ates 
cannot permit any nation hostile 
to I his country to dominate space 
He said, however, he hopes 
some progress can be made with­ 
in 
the United 
Nations toward 
guaranteeing the peaceful ase of 
specc He said this will be a ma­ 
jor issue in the U«N\ session this 
fall. 
A reporter noted that 
some 
members of Congress contend the 
Soviet Union is producing many 
more young scientists than the 
United States 
He a»ked what 
plans there are for increasing the 
number of young American ex­ 
pert!. 
Kennedy replied that be hopes 
Congress wall pass his general aid 
to education bill and the National 
Defense Education Act. He said 
both measures provide scholar­ 
ship® for young men and women 
who are talented in the scientific 
field. 
During the 
news conference, 
lasting little more 
than a half 
hour, Kennedy also spoke 
on 
these other subjects: 
N U C LEA R R EPO R T 
NUCLEAR—The panel which he 
assigned the task of determining 
whether tests can be conducted 
without resealing the fact through 
earth shocks has turned in a high 
ly classified report. But Kennedy 
said he could disclose that its 
findings 
have 
made 
him 
feel 


“more urgently than ever'’ that 
an inspection system as proposed 
by the United States and Great 
Britain is essential to any nuclear 
test ban agreement. 
Asked if Dean * mission to Ge­ 
neva would he this government's 
last try at reaching agreement, 
Kennedy said the Soviet attitude 
would he immediately apparent 
by its response. 
“We will try always if there is 
any genuine hope of success," 
Kennedy added. “ But as I have 
indicated, this probably is a de­ 
cisive meeting, because we will 
now find out whether there is any 
prospect of bringing an end to nu. 
clear testing.*’ 
SPACE PR O G RA M 
SPACE—The United States is 
now spending as much rn person­ 
nel and money as it can on space 
programs 
without 
reaching 
a 
point of diminishing returns, the 
President 
said. 
He 
expressed 
hope, however, that the rate of 
U S, space progress can be ac­ 
celerated. 
Kennedy said he is satisfied in 
his own mind that the U SSR. 
has placed two men in global 
orbit 
And he said this country cannel 
permit another nation whose at­ 
titude toward us may be hostile 
to stay ahead. 
USE OF SPACE 
Furthermore, Kennedy said the 
United States would act in the 
United Nations General Assembly 
this fall toward achieving an in­ 
ternational agreement on the use 
of space. 
GERMAN—Kennedy 
said 
the 
United States has not attempted 
to encourage or discourage the 
flight of thousands upon thousands 
of East Germans through the 
West Berlin escape hatch to the 
free world. 
He said the movement from 
East to West is of concern to the 
Communists because it presents 
'rather illuminating evidence of 
the comparative values of the 
free life and open society and 
those in a closed society, under 
the Communist system.” 
P U BLIC FO R U M S 
FORUMS—Kennedy was asked 
about the controversy which grew 
from a memo that Sen. J. William 
Fulbright, D-Ark., sent to Secre­ 
tary of Defense Robert S. McNa­ 
mara 
protesting 
the 
role 
of 
military' crfficers in public forums 
which the senator said have dis­ 
torted their declared objective of 
educating Americans on the Com­ 
munist menace. 
The President said the Constitu­ 
tion wisely keeps the military out 
of politics. A problem will always 
exist, he went on. in enabling 
military men to express their 
views on great problems while 
keeping them out of political life 
and maintaining civilian control 
over the armed forces. But he 
said the National Security Council 
should clarify the directive on 
which the military services have 
based their educational programs.
